The gathering gave the women a 
chance to help each other cope with 
the disease, discuss any topics of 
concern to the group, and perhaps 
most importantly, bond with others 
who have suffered from the disease. 
The weekend provided opportunity 
to make new friends, have fun and 
possibly develop a new hobby. 

Why fly fishing as a sort of thera- 
py? The casting motion of fly fish- 
ing mimics exercises prescribed to 
breast cancer patients to reduce 
lymphedema -- swelling, sometimes 
painful, of the upper arm adjacent to 
lymph node removal site due to 
reduced blood circulation -- to help 
restore mobility which may have 
been compromised by breast cancer 
surgery. 

Fly fishing draws people to nature 
and places of solace and tranquility, 
where emotional well-being can 
flourish. Some “Casting” partici- 
pants will take up the sport, while 
for others the weekend is a chance 
to get out in a serene area and enjoy 
the peace and beauty of a cool, clear 
trout stream. 

On Saturday, August 18, while 
learning to tie knots, to cast, and 
other basics, the women each made 
a flag to fly in the breeze during the 
weekend. The flag allows them to 


pass on any message of hope or con- 
cern. 

On Sunday morning, the group 
spent time fishing part of the 
famous “Holy Water” of the 
AuSable River. 

Although Casting for Recovery 
weekends are for women only, three 
men familiar with the AuSable 
assisted the group as fishing guides, 
including host John Bromley and 
guide Mike Powers, both of 
Grayling. They were able to help 
the women learn to “read the river” 
in order to locate fish. 

Balch said Casting for Recovery 
has been holding retreats in 
Michigan for five years and is very 
impressed with the site for this 2001 
retreat. She remarked that hostess, 
Robin Bromley, has been very sen- 
sitive to the needs of the participants 
and made the women feel special.

been a “breakdown in the attorney- 
client relationship;” that Johnson 
had not paid him for his legal ser- 
vices. (Fregolle was also not pre- 
sent for Johnson’s August 3 pre- 
trial conference; a representative 
from Fregolle’s office was sent in 
his place.) 

Huss objected to the motion by 
Fregolle, citing Johnson’s rights to 
a speedy trial and said he was ready 
to go forward with the preliminary 
examination, but knew that was not 
possible without an attorney present 


_ for Johnson’s defense. Huss sug- 
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gested Johnson’s family seek the 
services of another attorney or have 
the court appoint one so “they could 
get on with the case.” 

Judge Walsh advised Fregolle 
‘that he has never relieved an attor- 
ney from a case on the basis of non- 
payment; however he agreed to re- 
set the date of Johnson’s prelimi- 
nary examination to a time shortly 
after September 19, following the 
birth of Fregolle’s child. 

“I am angry right now,” said a 
shaken Kathy Piehl, the murder vic- 
tim’s mother. “We just have to be 
patient; but, my son is dead, and I 
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don’t want to wait two years to see 
justice for him.” 

Mrs. Piehl said that since her 
son’s death she has done a lot of 
research regarding the prescription 
pain killer, oxycontin -- the drug for 
which she believes Shane was 
killed. “I knew it was very potent 
and I’ve read a lot about oxycontin 
and how people are destroying the 
time-release mechanisim of the 
pills, then snorting it or taking it,” 
she explained. “I was really glad to 
read that the drug company that 
makes oxycontin is trying to make 
the pills tamper-proof,” . 

“Upon Johnson's arrest and 
arraignment, he refused the offer of 
a court appointed attorney, stating 


he had an attorney downstate but 
couldn’t remember his full name. 

“I’m disappointed we were not 
able to go forward today,” said 
Huss following the hearing. “It 
came as a disappointment to myself 
as well as the victim’s family.” 

“I want justice and I want it 
now,” said Mrs. Piehl. “Shane has 
been dead three months now. I 
know that's not a lot of time in the 
court’s mind, but it is a lot of time 
in a mother’s heart.” 

The murder case remains under 
investigation and Sheriff Dave

Phase | of hatchery project under way

After some unforeseen delays, 
Phase I of the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Restoration Project is now 
under way. 

Expected to take about two years 
for completion, Phase I includes all 
site work to improve, repair, beauti- 
fy and naturalize the grounds of the 
Hatchery complex. it also covers 
making the grounds handicap acces- 
sible. 

Phase I is estimated to cost about 
$400,000 with funding coming 
from grants totaling $328,000 from 
the Michigan Natural Resources 
Trust Fund, local contributions of 
in-kind services and cash donations, 
work performed by the Michigan 
National Guard and Waste 
Management, Inc., as well as hours 
put in by volunteers. 

Changes that will be visible to 
Hatchery visitors as Phase I pro- 
gtesses includes the construction of 
a children’s fishing pond, a demon- 
stration storm water retention pond, 
the planting of more than 200 trees 
and shrubs, paving of the main 
parking lot, construction of new 
restrooms, new fencing, signs, and 
the creation of nature trails. 

One of many features the Fish 
Hatchery Project Steering 
Committee is happy to announce is 
the upcoming installation of “toe 
plates” and the widening of the con- 
crete walkways between existing 
runways, allowing those in wheel- 
chairs the opportunity for a safe, up- 
close look at fish in the runways. 
Part of Phase I also includes filling 
in three earth channel raceways and 
replacing them with a “natural 
appearing” trout stream and dredg- 
ing sand and silt from the East 
Branch of the AuSable River. 

In order to make the three earthen 
channels and other parts of the 
Hatchery grounds accessible to 


heavy equipment, a 
bridge was in order. Coming to 
Project Manager Ed Parks and 
Committee Chairman Pat Merrill’s 
aid was the Michigan Department 
of .Natural Resources Forestry 
Division, offering the use of a 
portable heavy-duty steel bridge. 
The 40-foot bridge now spans the 
East Branch of the AuSable, set in 
place with the help of a giant 
hydraulic boom crane on August 20 
and the filling has begun. 

Although the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery is now closed for the sea- 
son, visitors in the spring 2002 will 
still be able to access the concrete 
runways and feed the fish, as well as 
catch their dinner at the “Fish Out 
Pond” following restoration this 
fall. 

Phase II -- restoration of the big 
“white building” is currently in the 
concept stage. Cost for Phase II is 
estimated at $800,000. Requests for 
matching funds for Phase II grants 
will begin soon. A tax-deductible 
donation may be made to: Grayling 
Fish Hatchery Project, PO.

FAMILY SAFETY CHECK 


QUESTION: Why are some par- 
ents so careless about child safety? 
I see young children just out of 


Kindergarten crossing busy streets © 


by themselves. Can you point out 
to the public how many children 
die each year because of this lack 

of supervision? 
SIGNED: Safety conscious 
resident. 


ANSWER: Do you know what 
the #1 health risk for America’s 
kids 14 and under might be? Most 
people answer disease, violence, or 
even drugs. But actually your con- 
cern is very valid because the #1 
health risk for this age group is 
injuries. Each year nearly 6,700 
kids aged 14 and under die from 
unintentional injuries and more 
than 50,000 are permanently dis- 
abled. 

In an effort to educate adults and 
children alike, the National Safe 
Kids Campaign has developed a 
family safety check. If you know 
families with young children ask 
them to complete the family safety 
check. 

FAMILY SAFETY CHECK 

(Answer YES or NO) 

1. Our entire family buckles up 
on every car ride. Young children 
are in safety seats and booster seats 
until the appropriate ages and ride 
in the back seat. YES NO 

2. Our family, including mom 
and dad, wear helmets when bicy- 
cling, rollerblading,etc. Helmets all 
fit properly, sit on top of the head in 
a level position and don’t rock back 
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and forth, YES NO 

3. Kids under 10 never cross 
streets alone. Kids under this age 
do not have the judgement skills 
needed to determine traffic dis- 
tances or driver reactions. YES 
NO 

4. Kids are always supervised in 
or near water and use life jackets. 
Install 5 foot high fencing with 
self-closing and self-latching gates 
around pools and spas. Be aware 
drowning can happen in bathtubs, 
buckets, and toilets. YES NO 

5. Our hame has working smoke 
detectors and we change the batter- 
ies frequently. Smoke detectors 
should be in sleeping areas and on 
every level. YES NO 

6. Our water heaters are set no 
higher than 120 degrees. Test the 
temperature before placing chil- 
dren in the tub.

7. If guns are in the home, they 
are kept locked up. Guns are 
always unloaded and locked up 
with ammunition locked up sepa- 
rately.

To the editor, 

in 1991 when I decided to keep 
the animal shelter open, this com- 
munity pitched in and we managed 
to do it. You have always been 
there when the animals needed 
you and I would like to think that I 
have also been there, for both the 


| animals and you; I have tried. 


I must admit I have never done 
well with bosses. I am stubborn 
and bull-headed. I am also dedi- 
cated and determined. Without 
these traits, 1 would have given up 
long ago. 

This animal’ battle has always 
been uphill and some great strides 
have been made here over the last 
13 years. Have you ever seen this 
shelter “board” arguing over your 
rights or the rights of the animals 
here? The answer is “no.” Do you 
know any other county that has 
successfully prosecuted so many 
abuse cases? Again, the answer is 
“no.” It took a lot of determina- 
tion and hard work to accomplish 
this. Without your support and 
that of the County Prosecutor’s 
office, these things could never 
have happened. The shelter would 
never have existed without you 
and cannot continue to exist with- 
out your support. 

All of you rallied when the shel- 
ter membership came into ques- 
tion. You signed petitions and 
filled out papers stating you were 
members of this organization and 
what you have done for the animal 
shelter to support that claim. The 


shelter “board” asked for more 
proof of your support, so you gave 
$5 each and still they did not 
acknowledge you. 

On July 25, we were finally pre- 
sented with the “board’s” list. 
They had months to compile it. 
The list .was. poorly put together 
and contained namés of hundreds 
of people who had purchased a 
quilt raffle ticket, not the people 
who truly wanted to be members. 
They even failed to put the names 
of many large donors on their list; 
one who happened to attend the 
July 25 hearing on their behalf. 
She did, however, appear on our 
list. 

I have announced my intention 
to nin for the board of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County, along 
with Cheryil Ruley, Sharon Priebe, 
and Janet Ledger. Of course, the 
present “board” does not wish my 
name to be on the ballot on 
September 15 and their attorney 
has tried to make a deal if 1 will 
not run. That is not going to hap- 
pen. 

You have stood behind the mis- 
sion of the shelter for years and 
you turned out in mass when you 
were needed in December, 
January, and February. For the last 
nine months, we have been work- 
ing our way to the annual meeting 
where you will be able to vote 
your wishes. The judge has certi- 
fied your names on the member- 
ship list and you need to be there 
to vote. . 


Ten percent of the membership 
must be present at this meeting to 
have a quorum. That means if you 
don’t come, there will be no meet- 
ing. If you are satisfied with the 
way things are right now, then you 
can just stay home. 

We've all tired of this controver- 
sy that has dragged on for so long, 
but I’ve never been known to give 
up -- even when it would be much 
easier to walk away than to fight. 
But, you already knew that. The 
mission of the shelter, which 
seems to be lost these days in the 
fogginess of the controversy, is too 
important to lose sight of or give 
up now. 

On September 15, I intend to be 
at the annual meeting of the 
Animal Shelter of Crawford 
County, I hope you intend to 
come, too. Please mark it on your 
calendars. Once again, the meet- 
ing is Saturday, September 15 at 7 
p.m. at the Crawford County 
Courthouse. Please plan to attend, 
however you are going to vote. 

By the way, we are planning 
another spaghetti dinner to help 
pay attorney bills. It was wonder- 
ful to see so many of your faces at 
the last one. I hope to get to see all 
of you once again on September 
{2, from 4 p.m. to 8 p.m. at the 
Gray Rock Cafe. I promise you a 
good dinner with a lot of friends.

matosus, SLE) is a long-term 
inflammatory disease, which can 
affect the skin, joints, and most body 
systems, particularly the kidneys 
and nervous system. 

Fatigue is the most common 
symptom associated with Lupus. 
Muscle aches may be accompanied 
by red, warm, swollen, and painful 
joints that may be stiff especially 
upon awakening. In some cases, the 
soft tissue around joints may also be 
affected. Skin rashes are common 
and may include facial rashes, hives, 
redness (especially with sun expo- 
sure), and/or blisters. The skin may 
also bruise easily. 

Other symptoms may include sen- 
sitivity to light, changes in weight, 
hair thinning, fever or swollen 
glands, or development of kidney 
problems. 

Mental health problems may also 
be a concern with people who suffer 
from Lupus. Depression may result 
from the need to cope with a chron- 
ic illness. While the depression may 
be temporary and subside in a year, 
in some cases the depression is more 
persistent and medication may be 
necessary.

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Moral Foundation 


Beginning in the 60.5, America has faced 
a deliberate and systematic removal of God 
and the Bible from all areas of public life. 
With the removal of moral absolutes we 
have seen moral devianey not only tolerated 
and accepted. but justified and deified, 
Those who have aot drifted with the tide of 
immorality have been atuecked and branded 
as religious extremists, One such man was 
Circuit Judge Roy Moore who refused 
under penalty of law to remove the 10 com- 
mandments trom his courtroom in Gadsden, 
AL. He has since been voted by the people 
of Alabama to be the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court of Alabama. 

Recently Chief Justice Rov Moore pre- 
sented a new monument, Which is four feet 
tall and holds two tablets with the Ten 
Commandments displayed on them. The 
memorial weighs 5.280 pounds and is dis- 
played in the Supreme Court rotunda. 
Engraved on the granite are quotes from 
America’s forefathers supporting — the 
Commandments’ basis as the foundation for 
law. Just as Judge Moore personally carved 
his first copy of the 10 commandments. so 
also he paid for the labor and materials of 
the new version. 

At the unveiling of the new statue. Chief 
Justice Moore said. “To restore morality we 
must first recognize the source from which 
all morality springs. >From our earliest his- 
tory in 1776 when we were declared to be 
the United States of America. our forefa- 
thers recognized the sovercignty of God.” 

Joel Sogol, an attorney with the ACLU 
said, “Our courts should enforce secular 
law, and not God's law. No one should be

made to feel as an outsider in their own 
community ~ certainly there are going to be 
any number of people who .get the message 
that they don’t belong.” The ACLU who 
brought the initial litigation against Judge 
Moore has not decided yet on this matter. 
Another group, Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State. has said 
they are likely to file a lawsuit. 

Just as Daniel refused to bow to pagan 
government in Babylon. and was elevated 
to one of the highest offices in both Babylon 
and Media-Persia. so also, it appears God 
has blessed the courage of Chief Justice 
Moore. He has shown what can happen to 
any person who risks his career to do right. 

There are a number of reasons the 10 
commandments have become the most 
hated words of liberals in America today. 
First. because they were personally written 
by the finger of God. “And he gave unto 
Moses, when he had made an end of com- 
muning with him upon mount Sinai, two 
tables of testimony, tables of stone. written 
with the finger of God.” (Exo. 31:18). 
Second, because they were given to the 
nation of Israel as God.s standard for 
morality conduct. Third, they made nation- 
al morality subject to God.s will and not 
just the will of government. Fourth, they 
reveal God.s moral basis for reward and 
punishment for moral choices. Fifth, they 
are absolute and not optional. Sixth, they 
show us our failure and sinfulness and bring 
us under conviction and guilt. Seventh, they 
point us to Jesus Christ as our only hope. 
“Wherefore then serveth the Jaw? It was 
added because of transgressions, ull the 


Seed should come to whom the promise was 
madeZ.” “Wherefore the uw was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ, that 
we might be justified by faith.” (Gal 3:19) 

The 10 commandments are like a mirror 
that shows us how we look before God. 
They show us the depths of our pride. 
depravity, and degradation, They point us 
away from ourselves and to the lawgiver, 
God. Jesus Christ is the only person who 
ever kept the 10 commandments perfectly. 
“For all have sinned. and come short of the 
glory of God.” (Rom 3:23) “But the scrip- 
ture hath concluded all under sin, that the 
promise by faith of Jesus Christ might be 
given to them that believe.” (Gal 3:22) 
Jesus Christ took our place and paid the 
penalty for our sins. “Christ hath redeemed 
us from the curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us: for it is written, Cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a tree” (Gal 3:13)

to them that believe on his name.” (John

Michigan’s forests are facing a 
new foreign invader that, like Dutch 
elm disease, carries serious conse- 
quences for one native tree species. 

Beech bark disease, which strikes 
only beech trees, entered North 
America by way of Canada in 1890. 
Since it became established in Nova 
Scotia, it has been moving south and 
west across the continent. 

According to Deborah 
McCullough, Michigan State 
University assistant professor of 
entomology, the disease was con- 
firmed for the first time last year in 
Michigan.

Grayling High School’s junior 
varsity football team posted a 26-0 
shut-out of Houghton Lake on 
Wednesday, August 29, in Grayling. 
The Vikings are now 2-0 so far this 
season. 

The Vikings played solid defense 
and the team’s offense racked up 
over 400 yards in the game. 

Grayling went 63 yards on 14 
plays for a touchdown on the first 
possession of the game. The Vikings 
started the drive at their own 37- 
yard line after a 12-yard return by 
Travis Gildner. A run by Dusty 
Partello and an offsides call on the 
Bobcats gave GHS a first down. A 
run by Darryl! Babbitt and another 
offsides violation on HL brought up 
Ist & 10 in Bobcat territory. Runs by 
Shawn Gabriel, Babbitt, and Partello 
picked up another first down for the 
Vikings. 

On Ist & 10, Zach Wegner picked 
up nine yards, and Babbitt carried on 
second down for four yards to give 

* GHS another first. An 11-yard run 
by Gabriel brought up Ist & goal for 
Grayling. On 3rd & goal, quarter- 
back Chad Helsel completed a nine- 
yard touchdown pass to Partelio. 
Greg Warren added the extra point 
kick to give GHS a 7-0 lead. 

The Vikings caught Houghton 
Lake off-guard with a squib kick on 
the ensuing kick-off and Gildner 
recovered the ball downfield for 
Grayling, giving GHS the ball at the 
Houghton Lake 34. 


The Vikings moved up to the 12- 
yard line on five plays. Partello ran 
the ball in for a score, but a holding 
call on Grayling negated the TD. On 
the next play, the Vikings fumbled 
and Houghton Lake recovered. The 
Bobcats took over at their own 12- 
yard line. 

Grayling’s defense held strong 
following the turnover. After three 
plays, Houghton Lake punted. 

The Vikings started at their own 
45 after the punt. Partello gained 
nine yards on Ist & 10.

Babbitt covered another 10 yards on 
the ground.

The Vikings led 13-0 with 10:51 
left in the first half. 

Grayling got a great kick-off from 
Gabriel after the score. The kick 
sailed past the HL return men, and 
Roy Czapek took the Bobcat ball 
carrier down at the Houghton Lake 
8-yard line. 

Grayling defense again held 
strong and forced a punt on 4th & 3. 
A 5-yard roughing the kicker penal- 
ty on Grayling gave HL a first 
down, however.

Gabriel returned the punt 17 yards 
to give the Vikings a Ist & 10 at the 
Houghton Lake 30.

The Houghton Lake Bobcats 
handed Grayling’s varsity football 
team its second loss of the season 
last week in a match that had to be 
played on two separate days due to 
dangerous weather conditions at 
Houghton Lake on Thursday night. 

At halftime on Thursday, the 
match was delayed and eventually 
postponed due to visible lightning. 
The second half was played on 
Friday. 

The Vikings opened the game 
with an aggressive play, an on-side 
kick on the first play of the contest, 
and the gamble worked. The kick 
bounced off a Hoiighton Lake play- 
er and the Vikings recovered at their 
own 49-yard line. 

On 2nd & 11, quarterback Larry 
Baynham completed a pass to full- 
back Juell Joseph for a gain of 17 
yards. Two runs by Joseph and a 
scramble by Baynham brought up 
Ath & 1 at the Houghton Lake 26. 
The Vikings surged forward to pick 
up a first down. 

Baynham again connected with 
Joseph on a pass play for a pick-up 
of 17 yards, bringing up Ist & goal 
for Grayling at the 9-yard line. The 
drive stalled, and a field goal 
attempt by GHS on fourth down 
went wide right. Houghton Lake 
took over on downs at the 12-yard 
line. 

Houghton Lake drove 81 yards on 
11 plays to bring up Ist & goal at 
the 7. Grayling’s defense rallied for 
a goal line stand, which included a 


stop on 4th & goal just inches from . 


the end zone. The Vikings took over 
on downs at their own 1-yard line. 
On first down, Houghton Lake 
brought pressure. Baynham got rid 
of the ball, but was whistled for

intentional grounding and a safety 
was awarded to Houghton Lake. 
The Bobcats received two points 
and the Vikings had to kick off to 
HL. 

On the first play of Houghton 
Lake’s resulting drive, the Bobcats 
completed a deep pass to a wide 
open receiver for a 44-yard touch- 
down reception. 

Grayling blocked the extra point 
kick, but trailed 8-0. 

The Vikings fumbled on 3rd & 13 
from their own 22-yard line and 
Houghton Lake recovered the ball 
in the endzone for a touchdown. 
The Bobcats scored a two-point 
conversion to lead 16-0. 

On the kick-off, the Vikings fum- 
bled, HL recovered and ran in for a 
TD, but an offsides call on the 
Bobcats cancelled the play. After 
the re-kick, the Vikings started at 
their own 22. : 

GHS went three-and-out. After 
the punt, the Bobcats’ stirtéd” at 
Grayling’s 40-yard liné. Ryan 
Swope got to the quarterback on Ist 
& 10 to break up a pass play. 
Defensive back Jesse Gildner broke 
up a pass play on 2nd & 10. The 
Bobcats completed a pass on 3rd & 
10 for a gain of only three yards. 
Baynham made the tackle on the 
play for Grayling. 

On 4th & 7, the Bobcats complet- 
ed a pass play for 23 yards. 
Houghton Lake was called for clip- 
ping on Ist & 10. On Ist & 25 from 
the 29, the Bobcats broke free for a 
touchdown run. Houghton Lake ran 
in for two points on the conversion 
play to lead 24-0, 

Houghton Lake’s kick-off rolled 
through Grayling’s special teams 
unit, and the Vikings had to start 
deep in their own zone. A complet- 
ed pass to Travis Fagan and a 25- 
yard run by Joseph gave GHS a Ist 
& 10 at Grayling’s 40. Joseph broke 
free for a 26-yard run on 2nd & 14 
to give Grayling a first down at the 
Houghton Lake 38.

Runs by Joseph and Gildner 
brought up ist & 10 at*the 19 for 
Grayling. The drive lost momen- 
tum, but the Vikings had a good 
opportunity to punch one in after a 
pass interference call on 4th & 13 
gave the Vikings new life. With 15 
seconds left on the first half clock, 
the Vikings tried a running play on 
Ist & 10 at the 11. Houghton Lake 
stopped the play, and the clock ran 
out before GHS could get another 
play off. 

Houghton Lake led 24-0 at half- 
time. — 

The teams were kept in the locker 
room due to lightning, and the game 
was eventually postponed until the 
next day, Friday, at noon. 

On Friday, the game started back 

up.with Grayling receiving the sec- 
ond, half, kick-off. Joseph returned 
the kick.to, the Grayling 40. On the 
first play from scrimmage, Joseph 
carried for 15 yards to move GHS 
into Houghton Lake territory. 

Runs by Joseph and Baynham 
brought up 3rd & 1. Joseph broke 
loose for a 27-yard gain to bring up 
Ist & goal at the 9. On 2nd & 8, 
Houghton Lake picked off a 
Grayling pass in the endzone for a 
touchback. 

The Bobcats drove 80 yards on 11 
plays for a’score. With the extra 
point kick, Houghton Lake led 31-0 
with 5:00 remaining in the third 
quarter. 

The Vikings ran three plays on 
their next possession, then had to 
punt. Swope recovered a fumble on 
the punt to get Grayling the ball 
back. 

Grayling put together a solid 
drive, but came up short. A 14-yard 
run by Joseph and a 24-yard run by 
Joseph on the very next play 
brought up Ist & goal at the 6. 
Three running plays brought up 4th 
& goal from the 3. Two false start 
penalties against GHS moved 

- Grayling back to the 13. 
Baynham completed a pass to 


Marvin Forbes, but he was stopped 
inches short of the goal line. 
Houghton Lake took over on downs 
at their own 1-yard line. 

Nine plays later, the Bobcats 
moved into Grayling territory. On 
Ist & 10 at the 47, the Vikings 


- stopped a running play for no gain. 


Pass plays on second and third 
down were incomplete. The 
Bobcats went for it on 4th & 10 at 
the 47, but failed to connect on the 
pass play. 

The Vikings took over on downs 
at their own 47. Houghton Lake 
stopped Grayling for four plays to 
get the ball back. Swope recovered 
a fumble on Houghton Lake’s 
resulting series to give Grayling the 
ball at the GHS 36-yard line.

Joseph finished with 132 rushing 
yards on 14 carries. He also had 
three catches for 33 yards. Forbes 
caught two passes for 25 yards. 

On defense, Joseph led the team 
in tackles with 10. Swope had seven 
tackles and two fumble recoveries 
for Grayling. _ 

“We executed better in this game 
than against Roscommon,” said 
Coach Scott Cousineau, “but we 
gave Houghton Lake a lot of points. 
This week, we’re going back to 
work.” 

The Vikings start their conference 
schedule this week with a match at 
Standish Sterling Central on Friday, 
September 7. On September 14, the 
Vikings will play at Bay City John 
Glenn.

Q. What is the slippery, slimy-mat that 
grows on rocks in streams? 


A. Many of us have carefully tried to 
climb over rocks in a stream. Sometimes 
the green mat that covers the rocks can 
be quite slippery. To a living river, how- 
ever, this mat is very important, 
Scientists refer to the mat as periphyton, 
which is a mixture of attached algae. If 
examined under a microscope, a mix of 
green algac, blue-green algae (probably 
the slippery component), diatoms and 
bacteria could be identified. 

Streams are composed of riffles, rocky 
areas, runs and pools. Most of a stream’s 
food-making power is the result of peri- 
phyton growth on the rocks in sunny rif- 
fle areas. These mats become home to 
aquatic invertebrates, which subsequent- 
ly die along with some of the algae mat 
and are washed downstream into the 
pools. Here the organic material that was 
the mat decomposes and releases nutri- 
ents that are sucked up by the growth of 
microscopic plants (phytoplankton) and 
aquatic plants further downstream. 
These in turn feed other creatures and 
hence the importance of the slippery mat 
to the stream’s health,

LANSING - Kathleen M. Wilbur, 
Director of Michigan Department of 
Consumer & Industry Services, said 
Michigan consumers have more 
options to resolve complaints 
against builders and contractors, 
thanks to a new law recently signed 
by Governor John Engler. 

The new state law (PA 113 of 
2001) enables CIS, the state agency 
which licenses and _ regulates 
builders, to offer alternative dispute 
resolution as an option for resolving 
consumer complaints. Alternative 
dispute resolution must be agreed to 
in advance in contract between the 
homeowner and builder. If the 
homeowner does not want to agree 
to arbitration, he or she need not 
sign the contract. Alternatively, the 
homeowner can find another builder 
who won’t insist on arbitration. 

“The arbitration only applies to 
workmanship disputes; it does not 
apply to code violations. Builders 
are held accountable to code viola- 
tions regardless of whether or not 
there is an arbitration contract,” 
Wilbur said.

Wilbur said CIS has already had 
great success through voluntary 
mediation between licensees and 
complainants. 

“The average length of time it 
takes to resolve builders’ cases has 
improved by 25 percent in the last 
five years. And in those cases that 
go to mediation, agreement is 
reached 83 percent of the time and 
75 percent of these agreements are 
honored,” Wilbur said. “Mediation 
will continue to be a successful 
alternative to the administrative law 
and board review process because it 
resolves problems faster and more 
economically.” 

Anyone offering to do work 
which totals $600 or more in labor 
and materials must be licensed by 
CIS. A Residential Builder’s license 
allows a contractor to build a com- 
plete residential structure and do 
maintenance and alteration (remod- 
eling) work on a residential struc- 
ture. A Maintenance & Alteration 
license indicates that the holder has 


_ met requirements for trades, such as 


basement waterproofing, carpentry, 
roofing, siding, swimming pools, 
and tile and marble. The trades for 
which a maintenance & alteration 
contractor is qualified to practice are 
listed on the license issued by CIS. 

Wilbur said We encourage con- 
sumers to research a builder or any 
licensee before they make any finan- 
cial investment. A little legwork 
before a project starts may save a 
consumer the headaches they find 
later in trying to resolve a dispute if 
they hire an individual or company 
who doesn’t meet the standards of 
the project espoiened by the home- 
owner. 

A license look-up feature on the 
State of Michigan web site 
(www.michigan.gov) makes this 
process easier for the consumer. It is 
also one of the most popular features 
because it helps consumers make 
educated buying decisions.” 

Wilbur further noted,”Builders 
and contractors are required to dis- 
play their license in the place of 
business and all contractors and 
their salespersons must carry a 
pocket card, which consumers

should ask to see. If there is doubt, 
request to see their license.” 

Consumers who want personal 
assistance in looking up a license 
can call the state’s Verification Unit 
at 1-900-555-8374 for which there is 
a $1.50 per minute fee. 

Tips to consumers on how to 
choose a contractor are also on the 
State of Michigan website. Some 
helpful tips include: 

Choosing a Builder/Contractor: 

*Get references from the licensees 
you are considering and check them. 
Check with the Better Business 
Bureau and local authorities to see if 
there is a history of complaints. 

*Be sure the licensee has a perma- 
nent business location and telephone 
number. 

Get estimates from different con- 
tractors/builders to compare prices. 
Remember that the cost of materials 
will affect the bid. A low bid based 
on inferior materials may not be any 
bargain, so consider more than price 
alone. 

*Be wary of special prices 
because of left over materials, other 
jobs in the neighborhood, or dis- 
counts if you agree to get other cus- 
tomers. They are often gimmicks to 
get you to buy. 

Get It In Writing 

eMake sure that you read all doc- 
uments carefully. Ask for any 
changes or modifications before you 
sign the contract. Look for the new 
alternative dispute resolution provi- 
sion in a builder’s contract. If you 
do not want alternative dispute reso- 
lution, then ask the builder to 
remove it from the contract or 
choose a builder who won’t insist on 


arbitration. 

Paying a Builder/Contractor 

*Never pay for an entire job in 
advance. Make a deposit when 
work begins to cover materials and 
startup costs. Pay by check to the 
company name and ALWAYS get a 
receipt. Make scheduled payments 
as work progresses. 

Resolving Problems 

elf you have problems, you should 
try to resolve them directly with the 
contractor/builder before making 
the final payment. You may contact 
the Jocal building inspector for 
assistance in resolving workman- 
ship and code violations. 

¢Small Claims Court is another 
alternative if the dispute involves a 
sum within its jurisdiction. 

«If your efforts to resolve the mat- 
ter fail, or if you feel you are a vic- 
tim of fraud or deceit, contact CIS’ 
Commercial Enforcement Division 
to file a complaint. Consumers can 
file a complaint against a builder up 
to 18 months of the completion, 
occupancy, or purchase of a resi- 
dence, which ever comes later. 

“Most importantly, consumers 
must always get agreements in writ- 
ing and make sure to keep a copy for 
the record. A written agreement will 
make sure there are no misunder- 
standings between you and your 
builder or contractor about the work 
or the terms of the contract,” Wilbur 
said. 

“Read all documents carefully 
and consider having an attorney 
review the contract and other forms 
before you sign them - especially if 
a large amount of money is involved 
in your project.” 


OMH to join National Bone Marrow Registry 


Bone marrow transplants can cure 
life-threatening blood diseases, such 
as leukemia, and inherited diseases. 
About 70 percent of people afflicted 
with these diseases depend upon an 
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unrelated donor for the blood prod- 
ucts which could save them. 

“Communities always rally when 
there is someone locally who needs 
a transplant,” said Anna Rogers, 
Executive Assistant at Otsego 
Memorial Hospital. “But the reality 
is, there are people around the world 
hoping for a miracle every day. We 
want to do our part to make sure 
there are as many happy endings as 
possible.” 

Otsego Memorial Hospital is 
hosting an informational session in 
September and a marrow drive in 
November, in conjunction with the 
National Marrow Donor Program 
(NMDP). 

NMDP matches unrelated donors 
and patients on the basis of tissue 
type, an inherited characteristic 
much like hair or eye color. Anyone 
between the ages of 18 and 60, who 
is in good health, is eligible to join 
the registry. 

Two educational sessions to 
answer questions about what is 
involved in joining the national reg- 
istry are planned for Friday, 
September 14. Rosaline Luiz, rep- 
resentative of the National Bone 
Marrow Program, will be at Otsego 
Memorial Hospital for presentations 
at 2 p.m. and 6 p.m. She will talk 
about how you can become a mem- 
ber of the donor registry and what 
might be asked of you if you are 
identified as a match for someone in 
need. 

Otsego Memorial Hospital is 
offering a Bone Marrow Donor 


Program registry Tuesday, 
November 20, in conjunction with 
its bi-monthly blood drive. If you 
choose to become a member of the 
donor registry, you will be asked to 
complete a questionnaire, and an 
additional vial of blood will be 
drawn for initial testing by NMDP. 
You may also attend specifically for 
the purpose of joining the registry. 

This Bone Marrow registry pro- 
gram is being offered free through a 
grant from the Otsego Memorial 
Hospital Foundation and funding 
available through NMDP.
